Seoul, March 30.—The Japanese advance corps occupied Hai Ju, a sea- 
port south of Anju, March 27th. 

- St. Petersburg, March 30.—A private dispatch received here: states 
that during the mancouvres in the inner harbor at Port Arthur the 
Russian ship Pertoparoosk collided with and seriously damaged the battle- 
er Sebastopol. The navy department have no confirmation of the re- 
port. 


Heavy Japanese Losses on Monday. 


St. Petersburg, March 3¢.—A later offivial dispatch from General 
Biishtebenko reports on the authority of the inhabitants of Chang Jun, 
Korea, the Japanese lost forty men killed, 100 men wounded, and 2 num- 
ber of horses, during the fighting ont Monday. 

The Japanese empioyed 590 Corean horses to carry their wonnded to 
Anju. Gen. Mishtchernko reports that Captain Stopana, who was among 
the Russian wounded, succumbed. 


Forty Jap Transports Land Troops in Corea. 


Rome, March 30.—A dispatch “from Seoul says that the Japanese have 
maije their first attempt to Jand at New Chwang. 

No details of the attack are given. 

The dispatch adds that forty Japanese transports yesterday landed a 
large number of troops, 60 guns and. enormous quantities of supplies at 
Chemulpo, Corea. The troops numbered 25,000, making 125,000 Japanese 
troops on Corean soil.

After several hours of severe fighting, the Russians retired north- 
wards, the Japanese taking the town.
